Frontline workers at a busy 
Brampton hospital were 
shocked to learn that one of 
their own had passed away 
after contracting COVID-19 late 
last month. 

A member of the cleaning 
staff at Brampton Civic Hospi- 
tal was the province's first 
recorded death of a healthcare 
worker from the virus. 

Community transmission of 
the virus - not an outbreak 
within the hospital - is to blame 
for the worker's death, said rep- 
resentatives from Peel Public 
Health and Brampton Civic on 
Apr. 9. The employee, who was- 
n't identified by name, was a 
long-time member of the staff 
who was admitted to the hospi- 
tal's intensive care unit on Mar. 
27 after reporting he was un- 
well.

“Every loss of life to COVID- 
19 is tragic,” said Peel Region's 
interim medical officer of 
health, Dr. Lawrence Loh, last 
week. According to representa- 
tives from the hospital, the em- 
ployee appeared to be making a 
recovery before his condition 
took a turn for the worse and he 
passed away early in the morn- 
ing of Apr. 9. “(The employee) 
played an important role in 
keeping the health care system 
working and we mourn his 
loss.” 

The case is one of 25 deaths 
and more than 1,150 confirmed 
cases of COVID-19 in the re- 
gion, as of Apr. 15, including 
seven deaths at a Mississauga 
long-term care home. 

The hospital is continuing to 
take all steps necessary to en- 
sure that frontline staff and pa-

tients are protected during the 
ongoing pandemic, said a chief 
executive with the hospital. 

"Safeguards have been put in 
place to protect the staff during 
this critical time," said William 
Osler executive vice-president 
Dr. Frank Martino, who spoke 
with Peel Weekly News last 
week. 

The health system has contin- 
ued to bolster its supply of per- 
sonal protective equipment 
(PPE) with corporate and com- 
munity donations, and contin- 
ues to maintain a high vigilance 
for potential cases of the virus, 
including frontline staffers, 
said Martino. 

"We continue to screen our 
staff for symptoms of the 
virus," Martino said Thursday.

On the same day, a 
neighbouring hospital 
reported an outbreak 
of the virus in one of 
their medical units. 

Trillium Health 
Partners’ Mississauga 
Hospital, located near 
t h e 
Hurontario/Queensw 
ay intersection, de- 
clared an outbreak of 
staff cases between 
Mar. 26 and Apr. 5, 
with an investigation 
revealing that the 
staffers had also con- 
tracted the virus 
within the community 
and other sources at 
different times. Re- 
cent reports from the 
hospital estimate that 
the number of posi- 
tive tests for the virus 
is less than ten. 

"This is an unprece- 
dented time for our 
hospital, the province 
and our entire coun- 
try, and we are work- 
ing in partnership at 


all levels of govern- 
ment to adapt our 
processes and contin- 
ually improve the way 
we protect staff and 
patients from COVID- 
19," Trillium's med- 
ical director of 
infection protection 
and control, Dr. 
Lorne Small, said on 
Apr. 9. "Our priority 
is the safety of our pa- 
tients and staff at all 
times... we under- 
stand the increased 
anxiety in our com- 
munity and across 
our country related to 
COVID-19. (We have) 
been preparing to re- 
spond for the last two 
months and continue 
to take measures and 
actions to better pro- 
tect our patients and 
people.” 

According to a re- 
cent bulletin by Peel 
Public Health, risk re- 
lated to community 
spread can be reduced 
by taking strong per- 
sonal measures to 


protect oneself and 
others from COVID- 
19. Residents are re- 
minded to stay home 
and only leave the 
house once a week for 
essentials like gro- 
ceries, medicines and 
medical appoint- 
ments. Daily exercise 
should be done alone, 
with one family mem- 
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ber, or to exercise a 
pet. 

Residents over the 
age of 70 should stay 
home and go out for 
solo exercise or essen- 
tial needs. Where pos- 
sible, get help from 
family and social sup- 
ports as much as pos- 
sible for essential 
needs. This also ap- 
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plies if you have a 
medical condition or 
a compromised im- 
mune system. 
Residents should 
also avoid social gath- 
erings and of more 
than five people, 
given current provin- 
cial guidelines. Peel 
Public Health also 
urged residents to 
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stay home for spring 
holidays and religious 
observances to help 
keep our communi- 
ties safe.

Seven dead in COVID-19 outbreak at local long-term 
care facility

The hits keep com- 
ing at a Mississauga 
long-term facility, as 
the management 
group behind it an- 
nounced that seven 
residents had passed 
away from COVID-19. 

The deaths were re- 
ported at the Village of 
Erin Meadows facility, 
located in the Winston 
Churchill/Eglinton 
area, which has al- 
ready seen an out- 
break of cases among 
staff and patients. 


Since the outbreak 
began at the facility in 
early April, 12 resi- 
dents have tested pos- 
itive for the virus, 
while a further 12 staff 
members also had 
confirmed cases. 

Erin Meadows is one 
of six long-term care 
facilities owned by 
management group 
Schlegel Villages 
which are currently 
dealing with outbreak 
situations, and second 
only to the Humber 


Heights retirement fa- 
cility in Toronto, 
which has seen 21 con- 
firmed cases of the 
virus. 

In a_ statement 
Wednesday, Schlegel 
Villages' general man- 
ager, Anneliese 
Krueger, said that the 
residents who lost 
their lives at Erin 
Meadows are "terribly 
missed", and that their 
fellow residents were 
still grieving. 

An increase in test- 


ing methods is being 
prioritized by public 
health authorities, 
said Krueger, which 
will help the manage- 
ment team better un- 
derstand the situation. 

"With more compre- 
hensive testing, health 
officials expect to see 
increased __ positives 
and this knowledge 
will better prepare us 
to care for and support 
residents and team 
members," said 
Krueger. 


Asimilar situation 
also occurred at the 
Etobicoke-based 
Humber Heights long- 
term facility, also 
managed by Schlegel. 

10 residents had 
died at the Humber 
Heights facility and a 
further 22 people 
tested positive for the 
virus, as of Wednes- 


day. 
The news came as 
the province  an- 


nounced Wednesday 
that a detailed plan 
would be imple- 
mented to deal with 
the virus at long-term 
care homes. Among 
those measures are re- 
strictions barring staff 
from working at more 
than one long-term 
care facility, and put- 
ting in stronger testing 
and screening meas- 
ures. 

"We must continue 
to act to stop the 
spread of this virus in 
our long-term care 
homes," Minister of 
Long-Term Care Mer- 
rilee Fullerton said 
during a news confer- 


ence announcing the 
measures at Queen's 
Park. "Nothing is 
more important than 
protecting the health 
and well-being of our 
loved ones in long- 
term care, or the 
front-line heroes who 
care for them." 

In addition, Premier 
Doug Ford said sen- 
iors’ homes will now 
have virus testing on a 
priority basis, as there 
are 98 outbreaks in 
such facilities across 
the province. Ford 
said the province 
would provide more 
details about the plan 
soon, and that more 
testing will be done in 
the meantime for local 
residents and staff. At 
the same time, all ef- 
forts will be made to 
control the infection. 

The government also 
said that their plan 
was to conduct 8,000 
tests of Covid-19 daily, 
but will also seek to 
conduct 5,000 tests 
daily by mid-month.

Needless to say, I was glad to 
see the back of 2019. 

Now what? When you 
begin to start life again at 63, 
some thought must go into it. 
Keeping sane was the first 
step. The relationship ending 
was not something I planned 
on or knew. I just needed to 
ground myself and not do 
anything silly. 

That just might not be me!, 
I am not meant to be alone... 
with that in mind, I needed to 
get away from here for 
awhile. 

I was born in Scotland and 
had not been back there in 42 
years, only visiting again last 
year. As I mentioned earlier, 
I had family members pass 
away, and as the oldest mem- 
ber of my family, I felt it was 
my duty to go back to attend 
the funerals and visit. 

I went back in July and 
September, and I saw a lot of 
relatives and their friends. 
During those visits I kept 
meeting one particular per- 
son everywhere I went, but I 
was oblivious to those meet- 
ings or what they meant at 
the time. 

When _ the _ relationship 
tragedy hit late last year, I 
made the decision to just get 
away and return to Scotland. 
I left on Christmas Day and 
arrived Boxing Day, via an 
all-nighter flight. 

Through a relative, I rented 
an apartment for a week, and 
spent quite a bit of time on 
my own just walking around 
the suburb in Glasgow I lived 
in. 
On Dec. 28, my cousin 
Donald and his wife Marion 
took me out for the day to the 
seaside to visit a town called 
Troon and to see Culzean 
Castle - a nice distraction. 

As the week went on, some 
relatives and friends did not 
want me to be alone on New 
Year’s, so I agreed to attend a

get together at a house in the 
next town over. 

That particular person I 
had met in July and Septem- 
ber was there. I can’t ade- 


quately explain’ ~—_— what 
happened next. 
Meeting someone and 


falling in love out of the blue 
at my age was not on my 
mind when I left Canada, but 
it happened anyway. 

I returned to Canada in 
Jan. 2, moved into new digs 
and was beginning to miss 
my new love. In conversa- 
tions with her, a decision was 
reached for her to come to 
Canada in February so she 
could visit Port Credit, and I 
also planned a holiday to 
Mexico. 

We spent a wonderful two 
weeks together south of the 
border, and she returned to 
Scotland on Feb. 28. I had 
made plans to visit my par- 
ents in Florida the next week, 
which kept my mind off the 
last two weeks.

As I wrote in a previous col- 
umn in this paper, I left for 
Scotland on Mar. 11, days be- 
fore travel began to be re- 
stricted because of the virus. 

I found myself wondering 
about my return, checked 
with the airline and was as- 
sured my flight on Mar. 26 
was still scheduled, while 
hundreds of flights were 
being cancelled all over the 
world. 

I made the best of my time 
there. We had to e careful in- 
teracting with other people, 
and we decided to take a 
short five-day break in the 
north to a place called Loch 
Lomand, before I had to re- 
turn to Canada. 

I was very confused. I just 
found a new love and now 
I’m stuck in a worldwide pan- 
demic? 

The next decision was one 
of the toughest I have ever 


made in my life. My two kids 
were insisting I return I re- 
turn to Canada - do I stay or 
do I go? This discussion went 
on for days. I now wish the 
airline had made the decision 
for me by canceling the flight 
,but it was still scheduled for 
a Mar. 26 return. 

Of course, it’s now Apr. 16, 
and I did return. It’s been 
very hard not being with her 
and here on my own. 

Then again, who said life is 
fair? 

One good thing about tech- 
nology is that it’s here and 


working for all of us, even in 
such uncertain times. 

We are able to chat at vari- 
ous times day and night, and 
we even had a virtual dinner 
date last Saturday. 

All this will just have to do 
until we can travel again. 

At 63, I'm a kid again. 
When we can fly again, I'll be 
on the first plane back to 
Scotland to see my Lorraine. 
She equally wants to spend 
time in Canada, so when this 
situation is over, I’m looking 
forward to beginning my new 
life!

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Three men arrested in stolen Suspects nabbed in million- 
dollar theft ring

A trio of suspects are under ar- 
rest in connection with a stolen 
car investigation, police revealed 
Monday. 

Peel Police said that the suspects 
were sought after uniformed offi- 
cers located a stolen vehicle near 
the intersection of Main and Bo-

Authorities were able to strate- 
gically stop the vehicle a short dis- 
tance down the road, near the 
intersection of Main and English 
Street, and commenced a search 
of the vehicle. 

Upon investigation, officers lo- 
cated several stolen bank cards 
and documents, and subsequently 
arrested the three occupants of 
the vehicle. 

23 year-old Arjun Arjun, of no 
listed addreess, was charged with 
two counts of possessing stolen 
property and one count of failing 
to comply with a release order.

36 year-old Jaskaran Sandhu, of 
Brampton, was charged with three 
counts of possessing stolen prop- 
erty and one count of breaching 
probation. Sandhu sustained 
minor injuries when police strate- 
gically stopped the vehicle and 
was later sent to a hospital with 
non-life-threatening injuries. 

30 year-old Jagseer Sidhu, also 
of Brampton, was charged with 
two counts of possessing stolen 
property. 

A subsequent investigation into 
the vehicle revealed that it was 
stolen on Feb. 21 in Brampton. 

The three suspects were held for 
a bail hearing, and appeared in 
Brampton court on Tuesday to an- 
swer to the charges.

Several — suspects 
who dealt in stolen ve- 
hicles were arrested 
over the past month, 
investigators said ear- 
lier this week. 

Peel Police’s Com- 
mercial Auto Crime 
Bureau began an in- 
vestigation on Mar. 18 
after learning about a 
Peel-based fraud ring 
involving vehicles that 
were stolen, fraudu- 
lently financed and 
exported. 

Authorities subse- 
quently arrested 24 
year-old Toronto man 
Ryan Asif Kanhai and 
charged him with 
trafficking over 
$5,000 in stolen 


goods and possessing 
stolen property. 


On Apr. 9, further 
arrests were made. 44 
year-old Mohammed 
Asif, of Mississauga, 
was charged with two 
counts of possessing 
credit card data, pos- 
sessing stolen prop- 
erty and trafficking in 
stolen goods, while 32 
year-old Mohanad El 
Khatib, also of Missis- 
sauga, was charged 
with a litany of of- 
fences, including ten 
counts of possessing 
stolen property, eight 
counts of trafficking 
stolen goods worth 
over $5,000 and pos- 
sessing proceeds ob- 
tained by crime. 

Officers also exe- 
cuted several search 
warrants at a resi- 


dence and business in 
Mississauga on Apr.

MDA, the iconic 
robotics company 
based in Brampton, 
is back in Canadian 
hands after being 
sold to a Toronto in- 
vestment group. 

The high-tech ro- 
botics maker said in 
a statement that the 
purchase had been 
completed by 


Toronto investment 
group Northern Pri- 


vate Capital (NPC), 
who acquired all of 
the company’s 
Canadian and U.K. 
operations in a $1 
billion-dollar deal. 
The deal marks 
the return of the 
company to private 
control, after having 
operated as a sub- 
sidiary of Colorado- 
based Maxar 
Technologies in 


2017. 

"I am very proud 
to lead MDA at such 
a pivotal moment in 
this great com- 
pany's history," said 
MDA chief execu- 
tive — officer Mike 
Greenley, who re- 
tains his position in 
the sale. "It is in- 
spiring to be associ- 
ated with such 
eminent Canadian 


business leaders 
who share in a vi- 
sion to turn MDA 
into a global power- 
house." 

The company is 
Canada’s largest 
space technology 
developer, responsi- 
ble for several 
major projects in- 
cluding the 
Canadarm robotic 
devices for the U.S. 
Space Shuttle pro- 
gram, RADARSAT 
observation — satel- 
lites for the Cana- 
dian federal 
government and 
other _tech-based 
initiatives. 

NPC, which is led

The US "could have 
saved hundreds of 
lives" if it had intro- 
duced measures to 
stop COVID-19 earlier 
this year, a top health 
official says.

same thing won’t hap- 
pen to you. 

America had_ the 
huge advantage of see- 
ing COVID-19 spread 
from China to Europe 
and saw patterns 
evolve. Even through- 
out Europe, you can 
see patterns, from 
Italy through Spain, 
then onto France, 
Great Britain and 
Canada. All separated 
by a week or two, and 
all showing the same 
formulas in the charts. 

All of the following 
very similar scientific 
guidance processes 
show how and when 
to react and imple- 
ment measures. The 
U.S. should have pre- 
pared itself, taken 
measures that may be 
needed, ordered per- 
sonal protective 
equipment and test 
kits, and organized 
businesses and em- 
ployees to weather the 
storm, instead of con- 
demning the pan- 
demic as a scam. 

They insisted that

At 
the top, the United 
States did not follow 
the same pattern, but 
it was completely out 
of control.

He’s destroying the 
last strands of credi- 
bility he had. 

First, it was his total 
dismissal of the virus. 
Then, when it was ob- 
vious, he couldn’t lie it 
away, and he now lies 
about how he reacted 
to it. 

He abused his power 
to allocate resources 
and directly stated 
that he wanted some 
return. 

That is not becom- 
ing of the leader of a 
country. It was a mob 
boss who tried to 
squeeze people.

A large number of 
news reports on the 
potentially lethal na- 
ture of the COVID-19 
pandemic can influ- 
ence children who are 
watching or reading 
them. 

The concerns 
around such media 
can be particularly 
daunting. How can 
parents help their 
children deal with 
their fears while re- 
maining aware and 
alert themselves? 

While information 
about COVID-19 
cases in children is 
still limited, recent re- 
ports suggest that the 
severity and mortality 
rate is much lower in 
children. While some 
signs of viral pneumo- 
nia have been found 
in the lungs of chil- 
dren, it is generally 
thought that children 
can be either asymp- 
tomatically infected 
or have very mild in- 
fection. 

The best way to dis- 
cuss the current con- 
cerns regarding 
COVID-19 with your 
children is to do so in 
a calm manner. Ask 
them about what they 
have heard about the 
virus and have a con- 
versation about it, as 
it is likely that they 
have heard a great 
deal through the 
media. Explain the 
facts to your children 
and avoid rumors. 

UNICEF, the Centre 
for Disease Control 
(CDC) and the World 
Health Organization 
(WHO) have great re- 
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sources that can help 
you answer any ques- 
tions on COVID 19. 

Nowadays, children 
also. use mobile 
phones and have ac- 
cess to information 
that might not be age 
appropriate and could 
frighten them, so di- 
rect them to sources 
of information that 
are age-appropriate 
for them. 

Be aware that the 
constant stream of in- 
formation on televi- 
sion, online and in 
print may not be age 
appropriate for your 
child, but they may 
still be absorbing it. 

Create a reassuring 
place for children to 
ask questions about 
the virus, but do not 
force the conversation 
if they do not wish to 
discuss it. 

This is going to be a 
stressful time for fam- 
ilies. It is important 
to keep a calm tone in 
the household and 
when discussing 
COVID-19 with your 
children. 

Most importantly, 
get the support you 
need to help avoid 
taking stress out on 
the kids. 

This is critical. Ad- 
dress any mental 
health problems that 
you are dealing with 
during this crisis, 
such as anxiety, de- 
pression or substance 
abuse. 

Take a_ time-out. 
Stop if you begin to 
act out of frustration 
or other emotions 
physically. Find 
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someone to talk with 
or watch your kids 
while you take a 
breather. 

Be careful about 
words you use during 
outbursts with chil- 
dren, as these can 
have a negative long- 
lasting impact on 
their self-esteem. 

Join an online sup- 
port group and take 
breaks from your chil- 
dren (if possible) to 
take care of yourself - 
you will need this to 
avoid the stress of 
constant parenting. 

Parents need to sit 
with the kids and ex- 
plain about the virus 
and give them infor- 
mation to avoid. 

Explain to children 
that the virus can be 
spread from _ tiny 
droplets in the air and 
can float around in 
the air for some time. 

Also, make them 
aware that the virus 
can be spread _ by 
touching your face, 
eyes, nose and mouth 
so it is important to 
avoid touching these. 

Explain to them that 
this is why handwash- 
ing is so important. 
Teaching them proper 
handwashing is very 
helpful. This includes 
washing in between 
the fingers, the back 
of the hand and 
around the thumbs. 
Handwashing should 
last at least 20 sec- 
onds. To engage 
them, teach them a 
fun song that they can 
sing while washing 
hands that will last 
that long, such as 
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Talking To Children About COVID-19 


their ABC’s twice. 

You can _ also 
demonstrate the habit 
by putting glitter on 
your hands and show 
ingthem what hap- 
pens if hands are not 
washed properly. 

Start a_ tracking 
method to count how 
many times children 
wash their hands and 
reward them for good 
behavior. 

Explain to them that 
this is why we see 
masks on _ people 
walking outside, and 
why we are distancing 
ourselves from each 
other. Teach then to 
stay away from 
strangers and to avoid 
crowds. 

You can use a spray 
bottle with colored 
water to show how 
droplets can _ travel 
through air to help 
them understand how 
the virus spreads. 

Make sure they un- 
derstand that people 
can carry the virus but 
not look sick, so it is 
important to practice 
social distancing with 
all people outside of 
the house, not just 
people who look sick. 

Teach them _ to 
cough and sneeze into 
their elbow instead of 
their hands, and 
demonstrate the cor- 
rect way to do this so 
that they understand. 

Of course, the gov- 
ernment has closed 
schools and colleges, 
keeping current 
guidelines at top of 
mind. However, be 
sure to give your chil- 
dren the most current 


information to make 
them informed. 

It is probably more 
accurate to say that 
‘the virus enters cells 
by a receptor and 
makes the cell pro- 
duce more virus’. 

This virus goes into 
the cells completely, 
after breaking down 
the cells and regener- 
ating them. The virus 
spreads very quickly 
from the droplets of 
any affected person. 

You may also wish 
to tell your children 
that if they see some- 
one who displays visi- 
ble symptoms of a 
cold or flu, to avoid 
them if possible. 

Tell them that the 
virus spreads very 
quickly and can even 
spread from people 
who are asympto- 
matic, which is why 
social distancing is 
important even with 
people who don’t look 
sick. 

Some other tips to 
keep in mind include: 

- Keep hand sani- 
tizer in children's 
pockets, asking them 
to use them fre- 
quently. Explain that 
handwashing is a 
much better way to 
remove the virus and 
to do this frequently. 

- Teach them social 
distancing methods 
and to avoid crowds. 

-Wash your baby's 
hands after coughing 
and sneezing and 
wipe down toys. Wash 
soft/plush toys in the 
laundry. 

- If you are sick, 
please call your physi- 


cian to discuss how to 
quarantine at home 
with children and 
testing guidelines as 
these will _ likely 
change over the next 
few weeks to months. 

Notify your pedia- 
trician if anyone in 
the house or any con- 
tacts are being evalu- 
ated for COVID-19. 

It is also worth ex- 
plaining to children 
how to avoid any kind 
of rumors or incorrect 
information. Nowa- 
days children also use 
mobile phones, so 
prevent them from 
sharing any news in a 


hurry. 
Symptoms visible in 
children suffering 


from COVID-19 in- 
clude cold like symp- 
toms, Fatigue, 
myalgia, cough, runny 
nose and sneezing. 

Vomiting and diar- 
rhea have also been 
reported. Kids may or 
may not have a fever. 
Loss of smell without 
nasal congestion and 
loss of taste have been 
reported as well. 

More severe symp- 
toms include severe 
cough, difficulty 
breathing (such as 
using muscles to 
breathe) and _ blue 
lips/fingernails, 
lethargy and confu- 
sion. 

In this case, it is im- 
portant for all people, 
from children to 
adults, to be aware of 
it. So as to catch on to 
this rapidly expand- 
ing epidemic. 


Loblaws scales back outlook as pandemic continues 


Brampton-based 
grocery giant 
Loblaws has shelved 
its economic outlook 
amid the confusion 


and uncertainty 
caused by the 
COVID-19 pan- 
demic. 


The grocery chain 
announced last week 
in a quarterly report 
that while it has con- 
tinued to show an in- 
crease in _ sales 
related to pharma- 
ceutical and grocery 
purchases, increased 


staffing and cleaning 
costs, coupled with 
new pay premiums 
iven to. workers, 
ave stretched the 
company’s resources, 
forcing a pullback of 
their planned out- 
look. 

“In light of the un- 
certainty about the 
duration and im- 
pacts of the COVID- 
19 pandemic on the 
Canadian economy, 
we can expect the 
volatility in our busi- 
ness to continue,” 


Loblaws chairman 
Galen Weston said 
last week. 

Loblaw's is the 
biggest grocery chain 
and drug store oper- 
ator in the country, 
with more than 
2,400 corporate, 
franchised and asso- 
ciated stores under 
numerous _ brands. 
The company also 
owns the Shoppers 
Drug Mart drug store 
chain. The company 
also employs more 
than 190,000 Cana- 


dians, who have 
taken on a more 
prominent frontline 
role in the epidemic 
after grocery stores 
were classified as an 
essential service by 
the province. 

"We are acutely 
aware of the impor- 
tant role that we can 
play in assisting 
Canadians through 
these difficult times," 
Weston said. "We are 
continuously making 
changes to our oper- 
ations to meet these 


—o- 


needs and doing our 
best to operate our 
businesses in a way 
that protects the 
safety of our col- 
leagues and cus- 
tomers." 

While the grocer 
has withdrawn the 
planned outlook for 
the year, they plan to 
release their 2020 
first quarter results 
on Apr. 29. 

The company also 
made waves this past 
weekend, after cus- 
tomers who attended 


a location on St. Clair 
Avenue in Toronto 
Sunday morning 
found the doors mis- 
takenly unlocked this 
past weekend and 
took photos within. A 
subsequent investi-

The COVID-19 pan- 
demic has been linked 
to spikes in domestic 
violence reports and 
crisis calls in China, 
France, and the U.K. In 
Canada, service 
providers have also ob- 
served increases over 
the past few weeks. 

For example, Van- 
couver’s Battered 
Women’s Support 
Services has reported a 
300 per cent increase 
in crisis calls, and some 
police services are 
noticing more domes- 
tic violence reports. 

This is not unex- 
pected — it echoes what 
has happened in past 
disease outbreaks. 

Domestic violence is 
a form of gender-based 
violence that often 
plays out at home. It 
includes intimate part- 
ner violence, sexual as- 
sault, emotional abuse, 
child abuse, and elder 
abuse. 

Women, girls, and 
trans and non-binary 
people are at highest 
risk of this kind of vic- 
timization. 

Rates of gender- 
based violence were 
high in Canada, even 
before the pandemic: 
on average, every six 
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days, a woman is killed 
by her intimate part- 
ner. 

Thousands of 
women, girls, and trans 
and non-binary people 
now face a heightened 
risk of violence at 
home with COVID-19 
isolation measures. 

One in 10 women is 
very or extremely con- 
cerned about the possi- 
bility of violence in the 
home, suggests a Sta- 
tistics Canada survey 
about COVID-19. 

And those living with 
abusers must hurdle 
new obstacles to escape 
violence and to reach 
out for help. 

The Center for Global 
Development points to 
pandemic-related 
stressors that can lead 
to increased violence 
against women, such as 
job losses and reduced 
income, food insecu- 
rity, fears about con- 
tracting the virus, 
exacerbated mental 
health issues, as well as 
disrupted routines and 
services that families 
rely on. 

Quarantines and so- 
cial isolation mean that 
abusers and those they 
harm are in close prox- 
imity around the clock 
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and other people aren’t 
around to see the signs 
of violence and inter- 
vene. 

Of course, many of us 
are facing these 
stresses and we aren't 
responding by abusing 
those closest to us. Vi- 
olence is not inevitable. 
Where risk factors of 
gender-based violence 
at home already exist — 
like a sense of control, 
possessive jealousy, 
and misogynistic atti- 
tudes -— “pandemic 
triggers” can bring 
them to bloom. 

Even though this vio- 
lence is not inevitable, 
its risk factors are sim- 
ply far too common in 
our society. Again, our 
baseline rates of vio- 
lence before the pan- 
demic were already 
unacceptably high. 

Service providers are 
sounding the alarm all 
over Canada. 

“Our concern is that 
the abuse could get 
more severe and in- 
tense, and that the 
usual things _ that 
women and children 
do to resist the violence 
— like going out, going 
to work, or going to a 
friend’s house — are not 
available to them,” says 
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Why is COVID-19 Linked to Gender-Based Violence?

Gillian Weaver-Dun- 
lop, Director of Client 
Services at Calgary 
Women’s Emergency 
Shelter. 

The shelter’s pro- 
grams are busier than 
usual and staff are wor- 
ried about women’s 
abilities to safely exit 
violent situations. 

“Will they be able to 
get away if the abuser 
is always home, and 
are they going to take 
the risk of leaving, due 
to fears about COVID- 
19 and coming to a 
shelter?” 

While the federal 
government and the 
Ontario provincial gov- 
ernment have  an- 
nounced emergency 
funding for women’s 
shelters and other serv- 
ices for those who ex- 
perience gender-based 
violence, we know 
more funding is ur- 
gently needed. 

Services for violence 
prevention and inter- 
vention were already 
struggling to meet 
needs before the arrival 
of COVID-19. 

There are even more 
challenges now. 
Weaver-Dunlop says. 
Calgary Women’s 
Emergency Shelter has 


had to move some of 
their services online 
and redeploy staff to 
“keep up with basic op- 
erations.” 

Dara Rayner, Opera- 
tions Manager at An- 
derson House shelter 
in Charlottetown, 
P.E.L., says they’re run- 
ning into barriers like 
women not being able 
to view apartments be- 
cause of social isolation 
measures and court 
procedures are being 
put on hold. “Anxiety 
levels in the shelter are 
very, very high, for res- 
idents and staff,” she 
says. 

As essential services, 
shelter facilities have to 
implement more rigor- 
ous cleaning and sani- 
tation procedures. 
Given that other serv- 
ices have had to cut 
back or close, shelters 
are stepping in to fill 
gaps. 

At Anderson House, 
Rayner says “the gro- 
cery bill increased 
drastically” because 
they can no longer ac- 
cept food donations 
normally dropped off 
by community mem- 
bers. And they won't be 
able to boost their re- 
sources through 


fundraising for some 
time as people and 
businesses are donat- 
ing less as the economy 
slows. 

The path ahead of us 
looks daunting, but it 
doesn’t mean we can’t 
do anything about 
what’s happening. 

If you are able, please 
give to our Tireless To- 
gether Fund to make 
sure women and girls 
aren’t left behind in the 
COVID-19 crisis. Your 
contribution will help 
critical programs for 
diverse women, girls, 
and trans and non-bi- 
nary people continue 
through the pandemic 
and into the aftermath. 

Also, please promote 
the new Signal for Help 
campaign amongst 
your contacts and col- 
leagues. The signal is a 
simple one-handed 
sign someone can use 
during a video call to 
silently show they want 
someone to check in 
with them in a safe 
way. It may help some 
esl in violent 

omes reach out dur- 
ing this time of social 
isolation.
